Legal Tender Money . 


It may be well to remember the fol­ 
lowing facts during the 
campaign, 
bearing on the legal tender qualities j 
of our currency . 
They are reliable 
and no one need be in ignorance of 
them: 


Gold coin is a legal tender in all pay 
ments, 
without 
any 
amount. 
T he silver dollar of the acts of 179 2. 
H37 and 1S7S is a full legal tender to 
any amount. 
T h e trade dollar was a legal tender 
to tin* amount of $5, but has no legal 
tender funtions now. 
All 
fractional 
silver 
coin 
now 
minted is a legal tender to the amount 
of $10. 
Minor coin is a legal tender to tht 
amount of 25 cents. 
United S t a t e s notes (greenbacks) are 
a legal tender in pay ment of all debts, 
public and private, except for duties 
on imports and intere-t on the public 
debt. 
Gold certificate« are not a legal ten­ 
der, but may be issued in pay ment of 
interest on the public debt, and are re­ 
ceivable in pay ment for customs, t ax e s 
and all public dues. 
Silver certificates are not a legal 
tender, but are receivable for customs, 
taxes and all public dues. 
Currency certificates are not a legal 
tender for any purpose, but may be 
counted as part of the lawful 
m o n e y r* 
serve of banks and may be accepted in 
the settlement of clearing-house bal­ 
ances. 
United States treasury notes of 189 0, 
commonly called Sherman notes, are a 
legal tender in pay ment of all debts, 
public or private, and art; 
receiv able 
for customs, taxes and all public dues. 
They may be counted as a part of the 
lawful reserves of the banks, and 
are 
redeemable in gold or silver coin 
in 
the diserectfon of the secretary of the 
treasury . 
National bank notes are not a legal 
t‘‘nd« r except th at they are receivable 
for all dues to the United States, ex­ 
cept duties on imports, and for all 
debt- and demands owing by the United 
States, except i nt é r ê t on the public 
lebt and in redemption of the national 
currency . 
Each 
national 
bank 
is 
required to 
receive 
at par, for 
any debt or liability to it, the notes of 
every other national bank.

the owner of a horse will hesitate to 
lend it with a chance of being given in 
retu rn a sheep or a pig 
That is all 
there is in bimetallism as u practical 
qu estion as between the lender and the 
borrower, and, so stated, it ou ght to be 
easy to u nderstand why, u ntil if is 
stated, hu ndreds of millions of capital 
are lying idle which wou ld he at. the 
service oj the sou th and west if they 
were willing to give back what they got 


Tlie F r e e C o p p er M o v em en t. 
The silver bu g shou ld not delu de him ­ 
self with the idea that the only enemy 
he has to combat, is the goldbu g.

are others. The copper bu g is abroajJ in 
the land. 
I Lis argu ments are finding 
fixed lodgment m the minds of many 
whojjavn r* jected the goldbu g and the 
silver bu g.

cent. 
Even in ou r Sou th American trade, 
abou t which so mu ch has been said, ou t 
of a total of $145,093,055 only 0 per 
cent, $H,991,853, was with silver stand­ 
ard cou ntries, while 72 percent, $105,- 
217,804, was w ith single gold standard 
cou ntries, and $31,483,338 was w ith bi­ 
metallic cou ntries. 
Practically speaking, all bimetallic 
cou ntries are on a gold basis, their 
legal tender silver being exchangeable 
for gold, bu t the bimetallic trade is 
small.

When Drake’s consu mmate 
seamanship and au daciou s cou rage su c­ 
cessfu lly resisted the armada and sent 
tlie Du ke of Sidonia "back to St. Mary 
P ort among his orange tree« , ’ * he be­ 
came, and will ju stly remain for all 
tim e, an English hero. Bu t eight years 
previou sly Drake stole the chu rch plate 
of Lima, when Spain was at peace with 
England. 
His robbery disgraced England and 
himself. 
In the remarkable volu me of 
letters and state papers relating to Eng­ 
lish 
affairs edited by Major Sharp 
Hu me, from tlie archives at Simancas, I 
have cou nted 39 instances in which the 
restitu tion of Drake’s plu nder is reft rred 
to by Dr. Mendoza in langu age which 
m ight’be employed today by the agent 
general of the Transvaal.

w atches is increasing, especially in fine 
watches, bu t it is increasing also iu 
watches ol other grades. 
Of fine gold 
watches sold 
111 the city probably two- 
thirds ar** now made open faced. Of all 
tli** watches sold 
111 the United States, 
gold ami silver, probably from a qu arter 
to a third are now mode open fac**d. 
Th** modem watch has for one of its 
charact* ristics thinness. A m an’s watch, 
which is now mad*: more especially to 
wear with evening dress and is all the 
time growing in favor, is a plain, thin, 
open failed gold watch, which takes u p 
bu t little room 111 the pocket. 
Perfect 
iu its simplicity, this watch is at the 
same time of fin** workmanship and 
great beau ty. 
It sells at £ 100. 
A gold 
watch not so thin nor so finely finished, 
bu t a very handsome modern watch and 
an excellent timekeeper, by the same 
m akers and bearing their name, can be 
bou ght in opeu far» *, the case of is carat 
gold, for £ 65; in dou ble case for £ 70. 
Bu t gold watches and good watches, 
too, cu n be bou ght for very mu ch less 
than these prices—in fact, there never 
was a time when watches generally were 
made in su ch tastefu l shapes, or when 
they were so good for the money or so 
cheap as now. 
Taking all the grades together, the 
American 
produ ction of watches is 
abou t 4.000 daily. 
The importation of 
watches amou nts to abou t th** same 
nu mber. 
Du e m ight at first wonder 
what becomes of all these watches. 
A 
great nu mber are taken u p annu ally by 
th** new bu yers coming into the m arket 
for the first time ou t of the constant and 
large increase in the popu lation. Great 
as the percentage of watch owners now 
is in this cou ntry, that also is increas­ 
ing. Many imm igrants bu y watches as 
soon as they got the money. Some 
111**11 
own more than one watch. 
W atches 
wear ou t or their owners lay them aside 
for a better watch or for one of newer 
style. 
Watches ar** lost and destroyed, 
and when one comes to take all these 
things into consideration it will be seen 
that th** great produ ction of watches 
may 1h* in large measu re easily accou nt 
ed for.—New York Su n.

M a keshift* F o r DtHttbled Wheels. 
A veteran of the road su ggests these 
makeshifts for disabled wheels to save 
w alking: If several spokes of the hind 
wheel break, replace them w ith two or 
three taken at wide intervals from the 
front wheel, on which there is relatively 
little pressu re (this is a simple opera­ 
tion to one 
provided with a spoke 
wrench). When you cannot find a pu nc­ 
tu re or cannot repair it, take you r wheel 
to a brook or pond—anything that has 
enou gh water in it for you to get you r 
wheel in—and fill the tire w ith water. 
Then get on and make the best you can 
for home. 
The water will last almost 
an hou r. 
If then* is no water or the 
pu nctu re is su ch that the water wou ld 
leak ou t too fast, go to the first farmer 
vou can reach and ask him for some 
bran. 
Then loosen you r tire, draw ou t 
the inner tu t**—if you have a dou ble 
tire —and fill the ou ter tire throu gh the 
opening with the bran, stu ff it as fu ll 
a> you can, lace it u p, pu t on the tire 
and fasten it, and you will be able to 
ride home slowly. If you can’t get bran, 
take middlings or wheat, or, if that is not 
at hand and you happen to ru n across 
a sand pit, take that, u sing care to have 
it free from ston**s.—Milwau kee Senti-

After bein g thoroughly mixed the ma­ 
terial is pumped in to a regulatin g box 
un d allowed to flow out of a gate in to 
un en d less wire cloth, where it en ters 
the usual paper makin g machin ery. 
Paper prod uced in this way, it is re­ 
ported , will resist even the d irect in flu­ 
en ce of a flame, an d may be placed in a 
white heat with impun ity.

(f water. This solution is applied several 
times, an d paper saturated with it will 
i i'Sist great heat an d the d irect in fluen ce 
(Y llame for some time.
